ON THE MOON WITH APOLLO 15 


The United States will 
send another expedition to 
the Mood soon, This time 
with twice as much equip- 
ment and payload as any 
previous vehicle, 

The 12 - day flight is 
Apolio 15, scheduled for 
launch from Cape Kennedy 
no earlier than July 26, 

Air Force Colonel David 
R, Scott, a veteran of 
Gemini 8 and Apollo 9 space 
flights will be the com- 
mander, Command module 
pilot is Maj. Alfred M, 
Worden, and lunar module 
pilot is Lt. Col, James B. 
Irwin, Both are Air Force 
officers and neither has 
flown in space before, 

Plans call for astronauts 
Scott and Worden to spend 
about 20 hours out of their 
lunar module exploring the 
Moon’s surface, This is 
twice as long as time spent 
on the Moon by Alan Shep- 
ard and Ed Mitchell during 
the Apollo 14 mission, 

But the Apollo 15 crew 
will be able to get around 
easier, They’ll have their 
own lunar automobile, a 
battery powered lunar rov- 
ing vehicle which will cart 
them, their tools, and com- 
munications equipment 
around on their three trips. 

The lunar rover and an 
improved space suit and 

life support system make 
it possible to increase both 
the range andefficiency of 
these expeditions, Stowed 
aboard the lunar module 
are enough consumables - 
water, food, oxygen - to 
double the time an astro- 
naut can work on the lunar

Today's Subject: Barbiturates — Depressants 


Barbiturates, unlike Marijuana, Heroin and Hallucinogens, 
are legitimate drugs. However, although they can be and are 
prescribed legally by physicians, they can be extremely dan- 
gerous when misused because normally used they depress the 


central nervous system .. . 
this category are: 


the brain and spinal column, In 


SECONAL, SECOBARBITAL: these are red capsules and 
referred to by drug misusers as ‘Red Devils’? — NEMBUTAL, 
PENTOBARBITAL: these are yellow in color and in capsule 
form also. Slang term is ‘Yellow Jackets’? — TUINAL, AMO- 
WITH SECO-BARBITAL: red and blue (half & half) and called 
‘‘Rainbows"”’ on the street market — AMYTAL, AMOBARBI- 
TAL: all blue capsules, called ‘Blue Heavens’’ by abusers. 

These are all dangerous prescription drugs usually pre- 
scribed as sleeping pills. They are the most commonly found 
barbiturates on the illegal ‘‘street market’. BARBITURATES 
ARE HIGHLY ADDICTIVE. Physical addiction or, as it is call- 
ed, ‘physically hooked”’ users will: 

Require increased doses regularly because the body 
builds a tolerance to these drugs. 
Be depressed, drowsy and demonstrate marked slur- 


red speech. 
Become psychologically dependent, or mentally 
“hooked”’, 


Suffer withdrawal pains if dose is not available and 
can experience nervousness, tremors, convulsions, de- 
lusions, hallucinations and delirium. 

“Tntoxicaticn’’ on barbiturates can range from lethargy to 
deen coma, depending on how much is taken. The trouble is, 
after taking too much the misuser doesn’t rernember how much 
he has taken and often takes more and more until a coma re- 
sults. In addition to these dangerous possibilities, drug users 
often drink alcoholic beverages in addition to taking drugs, at 
the same time they are ‘‘on’’ drugs. It has been nroved that 
barbiturates, when combined with alcohol, can be deadly! In- 
tended or accidental death can result. More people commit sui- 
cide with barbiturates than with guns! 

It is best to keep well in mind the fact that some barbitu- 
rates are obtained by youth from home medicine chests, but 
the vast majority are obtained from ‘‘street markets.’ Most 
barbiturates are made legally in the U.S.A., sold legally to 
Mexican and other foreign firms, and reappear back in the 
U.S.A. on the illegal “street market’ within 6 months, They 
cost about 25c each and are usually packaged in foil wrappers 


containing 4 to 6 for a dollar. 


It is of some comfort to know that stimulants and barbi- 
turates are regulated by the Food and Drug Administration 
under the drug abuse control amendments of 1965. These pro- 
vide for a strict accounting of supplies of the drug by the manu- 
facturer, distributor, and seller, and restrict the user to five 
refills of the prescription, at the discretion of his doctor. There- 
fore, these drugs can be had legally only through a physician. 
Illicit manufacturing and dispensing. of barbiturates can bring 
fines of $1,000 to $10,000 and prison sentences of 1 to 3 years. 
Those convicted of selling the drugs to persons under 21 can 
receive up to $15,000 fines and 5 to 6 years in jail. 

How to handle tell-tale signs of drug abuse in a child will 


be discussed in another article.

If this is not done 
the inspector issuesa cita- 
tion which says the owner 
will comply with the law 
“instantly,” 

If a mobile home owner 
still refuses to buy a tag, 
Mr. Shirley is directed by 
state law toissue a warrant 
for the owner’s arrest, Up- 
on conviction the fine can 
be up to $100 plus court 
cost and citation fee. This 
can easily total $150 plus 
the tag must still be pur- 
chased!

Tuesday, “‘It is not the in- 
tent of myself or these 
other fine men to cause 
anyone any undue head- 
aches, we want to treat 
everyone fairly.’’ He con- 
tinued by saying, ‘‘We do 
not feel it is fair to those 
who have bought their mo- 
bile home tags for others 
not to buy them either 
through design or ignor- 
ance of the law.”’

HELPFUL FOLKS 

Folks in Coffee County 
will help each other. I 
had some first-hand exper- 
lence in this the other day, 

One of the steers we 
bought for a 4-H Club pro- 
ject had gotten out and got- 
ten away from us, Two or 
three days passed and we 
could not locate it. Mrs, 
Jean Farris was kind en- 
ough to mention our predi- 
cament on her radio pro- 
gram. The calf had cost 
$160, Within a day after 
she broadcast the appeal, 
Teamon Allen had seen the 
calf on the Bellwood Road, 
Finally, we were able to 
locate the steer (which by 
this time was kinda wild) 
and get him into Sam Pas- 
chal’s pasture with his 
hed, We still had the pro- 
blem of penning the calf, 
Mr, and Mrs, Paschal wor- 
ked out a planwhereby they 
could drive their entire 
herd, and we were able to 
get the calf back, My 
thanks to these good folks 
for helping us, 


PECANS 

I see a lot of low-grow- 
ing limbs on pecan trees. 
It appears that in some 
cases a good crop is be- 
ing set. Folks who have 
pecan trees can do two or 
three things now to hlep 
make harvesting easier, I 
would do the following; (1) 
remove broken or low li- 
mbs that willinterfere with 
harventing, (2) remove 
dead limbs and other junk 
from the orchard floor, (3) 
it is always good to mow 
the orchard as close as 
possible just before har- 
vesting. (4) for the bene- 
fit of those who don’t know 
the varieties, it is a good 
idea to identify the trees 
so that varieties can be 
kept separate, (5) if a lot 
of livestock are in the or- 
chard, it would be better 
to remove them a few weeks 
before harvesting.

Trash Compactor 
Interest Grows 


The trash compactor is 
still an experimental 
household appliance, But 
consumer interest in it is 
growing, says Mrs, Genta 
Speakman, Extension hous- 
ing and equipment special- 
ist, Marketing test results 
indicate that consumers 
are interested in the new 
appliance, because it is 
convenient and a cleaner 
way to handle trash, 

The specialist notes that 
the compactor will reduce 
trash to about one-fourth 
its original size, The 
trash compactor compres- 
ses the bulk of solid was- 
te materials--papers, box- 
es, plastic and glass bot- 
tles and food wastes--usu- 
ally put into waste baskets 
and garbage cans, 

The compactor is two- 
thirds the size of a dish- 
washer, Operates on elec- 
tricity and needs no water 
or special wiring, Mrs. 
Speakman adds, The trash 
is placed in a bag in aspe- 
cial drawer and compres- 
sed, The rectangular bag 
containing a full load of 
compacted trash may weigh 
20 to 30 pounds, A fam- 
ily of four may have to 
change the container once 
a week, 

The compactor retails 
for about $200 and is con- 
sidered a luxury item, but 
six manufactueres plan to 
put lower priced models 
on the market later this 
year, 

Can compactors contri- 
bute to long-term improve- 
ment of garbage disposal 
techniques?
